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MORE ABOUT YVICTOR HUGO,

. Viotor Marie Hugo was borne at Besan;ou,

o0 Beptidi (the seventh day of the decads),
the 7th Ventose, year 10 of the Fremch Re-
public (oonsulate), that is to say, on the 20ih
day of February, 1502. This enfant sublims,
A8 he lived to be pamed by Chatesubriand,
oame into the world a puny, feeble infant,
“not longer than a knife,” as his mother
#ald, and the doctor in attendance declared
hat ho oould not live. Thanks, however, to
the care that was bestowed upon him, the
lovivg care of that “‘stubborn mother," to use
his own words, which made him ‘‘twice her
ohild,” he did not die.

When quite a child he acoompanied his

nia to Italy and Spain, and retnrned with
mother and youngest brother to France at
the commenoement of the year 1312, when Lis
father (General Hugo, one of Joseph Bona-
parte’s generals, and who before had gerved
undor the Republic), judged it pradent to
send thewm ont of Spain. Victor Hugo's first
Verges, naturally enmough, gave utierance to
the opinious he had imbibed from his mother,
an ardent royalist, who died whilat he was
#till quite a yonth, in the year 1521, In the
follow:bg yeur his marrirge took placs with
moiselle Adole Fouoher., Bome little
time after his marriage, clronmstances drew
lotor Hugo nearer to his father. He saw him
mors and khew Lim Dotter. Under his
Influence e began to admire Charles X less,
and Napoleon more. Age and reflection,
however, taught Lim that liberly was prefer-
able to either. A few yonrs later he proclaimed
bimself an admirer of liberty in art as well
a8 in other things, aud his preface to “Crom-
well,”" which appeared in 1527, was the first
ghot fired against the arbitrary syatem of laws
whioh at that time prevailed, not only in the
drama, but thronghont Frenoh literatura.

One of the oharacteristics of Viotor Hago’s
genins is its wonderful fertility, Poetry, epic
and lyrio, legend, romance, drama—in every
department of litersture—has he written, and
with the haud of & master. In Les Orientales
and in Les Fouilles d* Automne, he resuscitated
lvﬂcll, in la Légende des Silcles, he -oreated a
style of epic ?oetry.
tionized the drama as understood in Frauce
up Lo 1530, In Le dernzir jour d'un condamné
he was & Bocialist before ever the name was
invented. In" Notre Dame de Puris, he re-
called the Middle /4es &p life again, In Fos
Kisérables, the vp.ueteenth centary lives and
speaks for itself.

On the th of December, 1543, he had the
micfortune’ to lose his eldeat daughter, who
was married to Charles Vacquerie, brother of
the admirable writer and intimate friend of
Vietor Hugo, Augnste Vacquerie., Drowned
together by the munpsetting of a boat in the
Seﬁe, the death of Charles Vacquerie and his
wife was one of thosze thrilling events of real
life which sarpass those of fiction in pathos
and in the emotion their mere narration ex-
cites. A powerful swimmer, and able to save
hig own life, when he saw that he ocould not
save that of his wife, that devoted husband
folded his arms around her and died with her.

Two years afterwards Victor Hugo was made
peer of France, In the Chamber of Peers he
pleaded the popular and liberal cause. One
of his most remarkable speeches was one
against prosoription, especially directed
against the exile of the Bonaparte family,

With regard to his elevation to the peerage,

I-;rldttw king to Vietor Hugo; 50 the latter

“The king ia not aware, parhaps, that what
he pays may be heard, and that it would be
éasy to putt a false Iuterpretation upon his
woids.""

The kipg Iaoghed; and, entering the draw-
ing-reom, related and explained the fncident,
What might not have been aaid if one of those
present hiad left before the king's explanation,
and had sald with all the authority of his
position at conrt:—

“The nomination of M, Vietor Hugo to the
peerage i8 extremely doubtfnl. IHa is most
anxious for it, and has pressed the king vpon
the matter, who hesitates a good deal. 'This
is what 1 have geen and heard mysslf,’' ate.

If one of thope chanoes which oovasionally
happen in potitical life had delayed or pre-
vonted the appointment, such oritics as we
have above alluded to would, without
doubt, have bellevad themselves jostified
in asgerting that Vietor Ilogo had been a
pelf.geeking, huogry applicant for rank and
emwoloment—than which nothing conld be
more the reverse of the truth concerning a
ohargoter go essentially independsnt and lofiy-
minded as his. Dut thus it is ofien that Lis-
tory ia written !

As this gketoh of Vietor Hugo'a life 12 made
from a literary and perional point of view
only, I abstain from allnding farther to his
political life beyond mentioning bara facts.
At the revolution of 1545, he was nominated
to represent Paris in the Constituent aud
afterwards in the Legislative Assembly. KEx-
pelled from [rance in consegunence. of the
events of the 2d of December, 1551, he took
refuge first at Brusi s, whence  he wag ex-
pelled, then In Jer &, whence he was nlso
expelled, on accér ,of an article which ap-
peared in a mper gaper with which he was
wholly uncons d, and for which he was
entirely frres busible. It 18 only fair to
Jersey to ad "that he and his companions in
exile at Guinsey were subsequently invited
toreturn by an addrass signed by five hundred
of the principal inhabitants of the island.

The tirst half of M. Hngo's great and distin-
guished career has been related with an exqui-
site charm in a work entitlad, ‘**Victor Hugo,
Recent6é par un Témoin de ea Vie.”” This wit-
nese, it is well known, was Madame Victor
Hugoe, whose recent death was the object of
much and wide-spread regret expressed in
eévery newspaper and in every country—a
homage to her character and to her many vir-
tnes which was well deserved,

M. Victor Hogo, faithiul totheexilawhiocl he
considers adutly,remains at Guernesy. Higentire
life is abeorbed by unremitting work. Sam-
mer sud winter bhe rises with the day, and,
entering his cabinet de travaid, works without
intermission till noon, when he allows himself
an hour of repose for breakfast and his morn-
ing walk; he then resumes his work till abont
five o'clock, when he generally finishes hisg
work for the day. IHe dines at half-past six,
and goes to bed invariably at ten. He gives

[ a portlon of his time, regularly, in attanding
| to the dispensation of his charity, which is

large and wisely administered. Dosides the
weekly dinver he gives to torty poor ohildren,
no one really in need is ever refnsed bread or
coal at Hauteville House.

Thus is passed the lifaof Victor Hugo, as all
those who know him, his habits, and the ways
of his house, are aware. With the exception
of the pociety of a few intimate parsonal
friende, he lives at Goernaey a life of absolate
golitude, 'The .exiles who were the former
compavions of bis bavishment are all dis-
persed: some in Kpgland, some in Belginm,
fome in Spain, while gome have returned to
I'rance, having accepted the awmnesty. Ona
only accepted, M, l.H. de Kesler (one of
thoze who were at the side of Baudin, on the
pow celebrated barricade, when he fall), &
writer of considerable talent, who livea on
terms of the closest friendship with the illus-
trions poet,

Before I conclude; T have o remark to make
which may beof importance to some of my
readers. It need haraly be said that M. Viotor
Hugo's correspondence is extensive. He re-
celves on an average congiderably more than
four thousand letters every year from all parts
of the world, from all clagses, and on every
concelvable snbject., 1 was with him the
other day, when he received, amongst others,
four letters, each from & different (narter of
the globe, and each urgently requesting an
immediate rat{.ly for publication. Among
his correspondents there are & great nom-
ber of Koglish, and as M. Victor Hugo
does not undergtand the English language, and
a8 he has not his son, Frangois Victor Huago
(the tranelator of Ehakespeare), always at his
gide to render him assistance, notwithstanding
every wish to do justice to each of his corres-
pondents, there wonld be a greater probability
of his understanding their communications,
nxd, therefore, of their obtaining answers, if
they wonld address themselves to M. Vietor
Hugo in French,
